Hopelessly hamstrung by a ser­ 
ies o( mechanical failures, by the 
efforts of well-meaning but un­ 
schooled volunteers and by a my­ 
riad number of small but impor­ 
tant other factors, 
the 
P a l m 
Springs Fire Department indicat­ 
ed today it had Thursday's devas­ 
tating Desert Farmers M a r k e t 
fire "controlled,” even 
with its 
serious manpower shortage. 
A combination of circumstances 
was blamed for the 
chaos and 
confusion which plagued the de­ 
partment when they arrived at 
the fire Thursday night — 
not 
within the experienced ranks of 
the department 
but 
within 
the 
volunteer workers who flooded to 
the scene. 


FIRE M A R S H A L L Warren 
Heath, acting fire chief d u r i n g 
Chief William Leonesio's vacation, 
told the Desert Sun today that he 
thought the fire was h a n d l e d 
"very well” both by fire fighters 
and the Police Department. 
"I cannot understand how rum­ 
ors continue to plague the tw o 
city departments,” said Heath, "it 
certainly is not warranted. 
"We had immediate protection 
of hr* lines by the police depart­ 
ment, good coverage of all areas 
of possible looting, and well co­ 
ordinated fire fighting by b o t h 
the regular firemen and by the 
volunteers." 


RE EXPLAINED that t h e r e 
war* a few circumstances which 
caused same concern — “one in 
particular was the fir* hydrant 
incident. 
"Some people said (he coupling 
did not fit on a fir* hydrant, and 
this is not true. All of our equip­ 
ment is standardized 
and does 
work, but in this case it was a 
matter ot some of the volunteers 
not knowing how the fire hydrant 
worked. They hooked up a second 
hose to it and in tryii^f to get 
water into the new line, shut off 
the flow of water that was already 
being played on the fire." 
To charges 
discussed 
by the 
City Council Monday concerning 
the number of personnel. Heath 
admitted being short on the shift 
with only six men on duty. 
"We had to leave Capt. C h e t 
Goff at the station to answer calls 
until we could get a relief for 
him about 3fl minutes later, but 
by this time we had some 20 fire­ 
men on the job.” 


IN CONNECTION with the re­ 
ported looting during the 
f i r e , 
Palm Springs Police Chief 
Gus 
Ketbmann has reported to C i t y 
Manager Dan 
Wagner 
that 
he 
could find no oases of looting. 
Duane Godfrey, manager of the 
Mayfair Market where looting was 
first reported, said that he found 
"no evidence of looting within the 
market.” Evidence is being sought 
'as to whether thefts did occur.

(U PI)—Gary Crosby, eldest 
son of crooner Bing Crosby, admitted today h« is 
bitterly estranged from his father . 
"We just don't get along,” he told United Pres* 
International in an exclusive interview. 
Gary, 26, said Bing has not yet come to see him 
and his three brothers—Dennis, Philip and Lindsay 
—in their smash new nightclub act at the Sahara 
Hotel here. 
And, he added, he has no intention of extending 
an invitation to the crooner. 
"The other boys can invite him if they want,” ht 
said. "Ain’t gonna bother me in the least.” 
There have been reports from friends of the 
Crosby family that Bing might slip into town 
quietly some night to catch the show, which began 
July 28 and will end Sept. 3. 
But in Hollywood. Bing's brotiwr and business 
adviser, Larry, said:

GETTYSBURG, Pa. — 
(UPD — 
President Eisenhower said today 
it was shallow thinking to suggest 
that the government must inter­ 
vene to force a steel strike settle­ 
ment before Soviet Premier Ni­ 
kita Khrushchev visits this coun­ 
try. 
The suggestion he might inter­ 
ven* in the deadlocked steel talk* 
was made by the industry maga­ 
zine Iron Age. It said the idea 
was to settle the strike before 
Khrushchev arrives Sept. 15. Ei­ 
senhower repudiated Uve idea at 
a news conference. 


AT THE SAME TIME, he gave 
top priority for this session of Con­ 
gress to legislation to p e r m i t 
higher interest rates on ft .>-al 
bonds, labor reform, financing the 
interstate highway program, ano 
civil rights. 
The 
President 
discussed 
the 
steel strike in t e r m s 
of the 
Khrushchev visit after being asked 
if his attitude toward the role ol 
the f e d e r a l government had 
entered its fifth week. His direct 
reply was that his position had 
not changed in the slightest. He 
has made it plain in the past he 
will maintain a hands-off attitude 


ON HIS ATTITUDE of noninter 
ference m the steel strike, Eisen­ 
hower recalled that the basic pur­ 
pose of the 1935 Wagner Labor 
Act was to encourage free and 
untrammeled collective 
bargain­ 
ing. 
Except for the U. S. Mediation 
Service, be said, he could think 
of nothing more objectionable than 
intrusion of the federal govern­ 
ment into collective bargaining un 
less there i* a national emergen­ 
cy. 


THE PRESIDENT said he had 
heard talk that there must be a 
steel strike settlement before Kh­ 
rushchev's visit in mid-September 
even if it had to take direct ac 
tion on his part. 
In rebuttal, he raised thes* two 
questions: Do the American peo­ 
ple fear having Khrushchev see 
that free citizens have the right 
to strike?

Using c e n s u s bureau report» 
as row material, the Bureau made 
a comparative study of the size 
of U.S. families in 1910 (grand­ 
mother's day), 1940 (before the 
war), and 1937 (the last year for 
which figures are available). 
Here's what the study showed: 
The percentage of American fam­ 
ilies w-'h five or more children 
declined from 32.1 per cent in 
1910 to 15.3 per cent in 1940 to 
13.7 per eer«t last year. 
If you define a big family as 
one with seven or more children, 
the dec'ine is even sharper. In 
1910, 15.4 per cent of the fam­ 
ilies were of that size. By 1940, 
the percentage was down to 6.3, 
and la-; year it was only 4.1. 
On the other hand, if you're 
willing to settle for four children 
as a "big’ family, you can say 
that 1957 is on a par with 1910. 
The figures are 11.5 per cent and 
11.4 per cent respectively. 
The really 
big j u m p since 
World War II has been in fam­ 
ilies with two and three children. 
In 1940, 35.8 per cent of Amer­ 
ica’s families were in that cate­ 
gory. Now nearly half of them— 
46.6 per cent are that size. 
There has been a correspond­ 
ing decrease in the number of 
families with one child or none. 
In 1940, one - child households 
constituted 20.5 per cent of the 
total. Last year. 15 8 per cent. 
The percentage of childless mar­ 
riages dropped from 20 per cent 
to 12 per cent over the same pe­ 
riod.
